The Arab countries have raced to recognize the 
revolutionary government. So far the UAR, Yemen, 
Jordan, Syria, Algeria, Morocco, Kuwait, and Saudi 
Arabia have extended recognition. Yugoslavia has 
also recognized the regime. 

Moscow and Peiping have continued publicly to 
.restrict themselves to factual reporting of Iraqi de- 
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USSR - Communist China : Pravda 's assertion 
that the Soviet leaders are ready for a meeting "at 
any level and at any time’' with the Chinese is Mos- 
cow's latest maneuver to portray the USSR as the 
champion of bloc unity and to blame Peiping for con- 
tinuing the Sino-Soviet conflict. 

The 10 February article is a direct response to 
Peiping's 27 January People's Daily editorial which 
made Khrushchev's policy toward Yugoslavia the 
cardinal issue in the dispute. Pravda made it clear 
that Moscow will not abandon its policy of rapproche- 
ment with Tito, which Peiping insists is the pre- 
condition for restoring Communist unity. 

After stating disingenuously that the Soviet leaders 
would like to believe that the People's Daily editorial 
does not reflect a "desire to continue the polemic," 
Pravda rejected Peiping's contention that Khrushchev's 
policy toward Yugoslavia is the basic source of the 
"difficulties that have arisen in the Communist world." 

Moscow's continuing effort to project an image 
of restraint and patience was evident in Pravda 's re- 
newal of Khrushchev’s call at the East German party 
congress last month for an end to polemics. It con- 
tended that "all necessary conditions exist" to re- 
solve differences and bluntly rejected the People's 
Daily warning that the Communist movement is "on 
the brink of a precipice." 

In a move to counter the People's Daily line that 
the party which "launched the first attack" should 
take the initiative in establishing "inter -party con- 
sultations," Pravda reaffirmed Moscow’s interest

in a new international Communist meeting "if the 
fraternal parties deem it expedient.' 1 The article 
contended, however, that success of such a meeting 
requires "preparatory work" and indicated the So- 
viet leaders* willingness to meet with any party, 
"regardless of ho w substantial the differences be- 
tween us may be."

Venezuela: The US Embassy in Caracas cites 
two recent attacks on US business organizations as 
further evidence of a well-planned terror campaign 
concentrating on US firms. The campaign is in- 
tended to embarrass President Betancourt and to 
force him to suspend constitutional guarantees just 
before he visits the US on 19 February. The terror- 
ists are believed to be members of the Communist 
Armed Forces of National Liberation. 
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
